Felt excessive costs were 
being applied against his 
business when improvement was 
not needed on his side of the 
street.

Filed counter 
petition indicating some owners 
who had previously signed 
original petition now wished 
the project delayed. 

Parking problems in area. 
Requested resident only parking 
restrictions. 

Objected to project. Was of the 
opinion it would be utilized as 
parking for Vancouver General 
Hospital visitors.

THAT Project 62 (455) , lane south of Broadway from Trafalgar 
Street to Larch Street be deferred pending a report from the City 
Engineer to the Transportation Committee on the feasibility of 
installing "resident parking only" signs and the examination of off 
street parking.

FURTHER THAT Mr. & Mrs. Pattinson be advised when the matter will 
be considered by the Committee.
